HE ufual Rejoycings and Illumi- 
on occafion of the Fettival 
cof St. Januarius were obferv'd here 
_ for three days together, and in the 
"Evenings all the Artillery of the 
Gaftles were. difcharg’d. ‘The Concourfe of 
People was extraordinary, to fee the Blood 
of the Saint, which being expos'd immedi- 
ately grew liquid, and continued dropping 
feveral days; which is taken for a happy 
Omen and Sign of the Protection of God 
over this’ City and Nation. We had Intelli- 
gence laft Week by feveral Barks and Cou- 
riers difpatcli'd: Exprefs, that the Englifh and 
Dutch Fleet was in the Road of Leghorne ; 
Whereupon the Duke de Efealona our Vice- 
roy made the ‘neceffary Difpofitions to defend 
the Coafts ;.aud order'd all Perfons fufpected 
of holding Intelligerice with the Imperialifts to 
be taken into Cuftody ; the number of which 
Perfons is fo fmall; ‘that ie fufficiently. fhews 
the Nobility and People to.be generally well 
affected co the prefent Government.

Onthe 31ft cf laft Month 
the Birth-day of the Queen of Pruflia was 
celebrated here very folemnly ; and her Ma- 
jetty receiv'd the Compliments of the whole 
Court « The fame day in 
the Afternoon the Marriage of the Margrave 
Albert-with the Princefs of Courland was fo- 
lemniz’d; The King, the Queen, the Ele@refs 
Dowager of Hanover, the Prince Royal,:the 
new married Couple, the Margraves:and the 
Princeffes Supp’d together at one Table; and 
feveral-other Tables were fpread for the En- 
tertainment of the reft of the Court. After 
the Feaft was over, there was a Ball and 
Mafquerade which lafted till Midnight. 
.. They write from Berlin of the 6th of No- 
vember, thac the Electrefs Dowager of Ha- 
nover left that oo on the 1¢th to return to 
Hanover ; that before her Departure the Kin 
of Pruffia prefenred her with a Bracelet o 
Diamonds of great Value ; and that his Pruffian 
Majefty was gone to Poltdam. 
From Hanover of the 7th they write, That 
the Ele@refs Dowager was arriv'd there from 
Berlin; thac the Elector and the Eledoral 
Prince were likewife return’d thicher from 
Hamel g and that his Electoral Highnefs. had 
receiy'd Letters by an Exprefs from the Ele@or 
of Menez, in which that Prince makes urgent 
Inftance for a Succour of Troops, to enable 
him to hinder the French from penetrating 
Jower down the Rhine.
